Facts Will Help 


Mentally Retarded

"There is no cure for mental retardation." 
Although this is the truth, according to a 


fact sheet provided by the Navarro County 
Association for Retarded Children, it is not 
the whole truth. Because the retarded can 
be helped. And the NCARC is helping them. 


One of the Associations projects is helping 


the community understand the condition of 
mental retardation. 
Facts promote un- 


derstanding. Understanding helps the 
retarded. 


The project concerns the issuance of a 


sheet entitled "Questions and Answers and 
Facts and Fictions About Mental Retar- 
dation." 


The information is divided into two sub- 


headings. "Fact and Fiction" outlines basic 
facts concerning mental retardation in 
general. These facts, placed on the page 
directly beside misconceptions which relate 
to them, are stated in simple everyday 
language for easier understanding. 


For example, the facts are "mental 


retardation is a condition" and not a 
"disease," according to the sheet. 


Another misconception concerns the 


cause(s) of mental retardation. In truth, 
"retardation stems from many causes" and 
is not "always inherited" as some persons 
may believe. And, as the sheet points out, 
"retardation affects all social and economic 
groups," not only the "lower socio-economic 
groups." 


Other facts pinpointed by the information 


sheet include "retarded adults make ex- 
cellent employes," they "have feelings and 
personalities" and "the mentally retarded 
can be helped and ARE being helped in 
Navarro County." 


Also, "at least 3 per cent of this area's 


population is retarded." This fact dispels 
the myth that "retardation is not a major 
problem in this area." 


More information concerning specific 


questions about mental retardation, and the 
Association itself, is available on the 
"Questions and Answers" segment of the 
sheet. 


Several questions answered on the sheet 


concern the purpose of the Association and 
who can be a member. "The Association is 
dedicated to the establishment of programs 
and services for retarded persons at the 
local level. In this regard, the Association is 
prepared to work with local organizations 
and agencies to see that the needs of the 
retarded are met." And "anyone who is 
interested in the objectives and endeavors 
of the Association may join." 


This portion of the sheet gives brief, direct 


answers to questions about the mentally 
retarded and deals with reasons behind the 
answers. For example, "why should the 
retarded be helped? "Answer: "90 per cent" 
are "only mildly retarded and can thus 
make a valuable contribution to their 
community. They can hold jobs, live in- 
dependently or semi-independently, and, 
therefore, become taxpayers rather than 
tax-supported." 


"Why not send all the retarded to in- 


stitutions?" Answer: "... They deserve the 
right to live in, participate with, and con- 
tribute to their own community—they, too, 
are citizens.'" and "It costs the taxpayers 8 
times as much to provide programs in in- 
stitutions rather than at a community 
level." 


Many more questions are answered on the 


information sheet. It separates fact from 
fiction about the mentally retarded and 
handles questions directly and simply. The 
Association hopes, according to executive 
director Tom Johanson, this information 
will benefit "not only the retarded, but all 
the citiznes" of Navarro County. 


Voluntary Middle 


School Transfers Set 


A voluntary system of school transfers in 


the two middle schools in Corsicana is being 
instituted this week in order to balance the 
ratio of black and white students in these 
schools, according to Supt. Joe J. Lindsey. 


He said in a new release Tuesday that the 


school system will go ahead with plans to 
"permit and-or request 51 black students 
presently scheduled to attend Drane Middle 
School to attend Collins Middle School 
beginning this school year." 


Lindsey originally requested during the 


Monday night board of trustees meeting that 
the desired ratio in the two middle schools 
be achieved by moving school boundary 
lines from Sixth Avenue to Tenth Avenue so 
that 51 black students living between Sixth 
Street and Tenth Street would be changed 
from the Drane to the Collins middle school 
boundaries and thus attend Collins Middle 
School. 


However, Lindsey's plan was strongly 


opposed by trustees Albert Sanders and Dr. 
Kelly Burkhart, who proposed instead that 
the Board allow 51 black students to transfer 
on a voluntary basis or at least transfer 
them by a random selection method rather 
than move boundary lines. 


"If we make it known that this is a 


voluntary method, I'll bet we get 50 kids to 
volunteer," 
Sanders commented. 
After 


considerable discussion, the board voted 
unanimously to allow the transfer on a 
volunteer or random selection method if this 
was determined by the school's attorney, 
Robert Gladney, to be legal. 


The news release from Lindsey saying the 


Board's decision will be carried out, notes 
that the number of black students sought for 
transfer from Drane to Collins includes 15 
eighth graders, 15 seventh graders, and 21 
sixth graders. 


"Applications are available in the prin- 


cipal's office at Collins Middle School," 
Lindsey said. 


He also noted that if the required number 


of applications are not received by noon 
Friday, there will be a random sampling 
held in the CISD School Administration 
Building to fill the remaining vacancies. 


These selections will (if necessary) be 


made at 1 p.m., Friday, and will include the 
names of sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
black students now living in the Drane at- 
tendance zone. 
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CISD Divides East Side for Busing 


Corsicana public school officials an- 


nounced today the plan formulated for 
achieving racial balance whereby third and 
fourth grade students of the Lincoln school 
district will be assigned to classes in Bowie, 
Fannin and Lee schools. 


With Corsicana's new integration plan 


going into effect Monday, the opening of 
school, all fifth grade students from Bowie, 
Fannin and Lee are assigned to Lincoln. 


All students of the four schools affected by 


the desegration plan are to report Monday to 
their neighborhood schools from which they 
will be transported by bus to their newly 
assigned school. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey and the principals of the 


four affected schools — Lincoln Principal 
Vernette Hicks, Bowie Principal Tommy 
Wardell, Fannin Principal Raymond An- 
derson and Lee Principal Johnny Thomp- 
son—worked out the assignment plan based 
on the registry of students inthe Lincoln 
district last year. 


Under the plan, all third and fourth 


graders in Lincoln district who live in South 
Park Gardens and East Side Apartments 
housing project will be assigned to Bowie 
school. The 79 students include 31 third 
graders and 48 fourth graders. 


All those third and fourth graders living in 


the Lincoln district bordered on the north by 
East Sixth Avenue and bordered on the 
south by the Cotton Belt Railroad will be 
assigned to Fannin School. The group of 37 
students includes 14 third graders and 23 
fourth graders. 


All other third and fourth graders in the 


Lincoln district living south of the Cotton 


Belt Railroad — excluding those living in the 
two housing projects—are assigned to Lee 
school. This group of 64 minority students 
includes 32 third graders and 32 fourth 
graders. 


"We want parents of these students to 


know which schools their children have been 
assigned to before they leave for the opening 
day of school Monday," said Fannin 
Principal Raymond Anderson, who was 
delegated to report the assignment plan to 
The Daily Sun. 


Anderson said the numbers of students 


reported are the "best count" the school 
officials can make until students are 
registered and an accurate roll can be taken 
Monday. 


Monday, officials of the respective 


elementary schools will be taking the 
registration and pinpointing the address of 
each student. Then they will go to the school 
administration building to locate on a map 
every student being assigned between the 
four schools for preparation of a bus route 
schedule. 


Every effort will be made to work up a 


schedule of new bus routes by Tuesday, or 
as soon thereafter as possible.

second grade will be allowed to attend their

CSC Makes Sick Leave Policy 


The Corsicana Civil Service 


Commission Monday night in a 
lengthy 
meeting 
adopted 


rulings on sick leave and 
vacation leave for classified 
personnel of the police and fire 
departments, opted to take no 
action pending further study on 
job classifications in the police 
department, and agreed that 
the classification of fire sub- 
station commander should be 
retained. 


The CSC board noted that 


state civil service law spells out 
that classified employes shall 
be allowed to accumulate 15 
working days with pay in one 
calendar year for sick leave and 
ruled this "shall not be con- 
strued to mean more than, nor 
less than 15 days" and ruled 
that "sick leave may only be 
used when the employe, himself 
or herself, is sick and not when 
another relative is sick, or for 
any other purpose." The Board 
took note that Sec. 1269M, Sec. 
26, state law, spells out that 
firemen and policemen shall 
earn a minimum of 15 working 
days vacation with pay and 
ruled therefore that "the City 
Commission may not grant less 
than 15 days for vacation 
purposes, but may grant any 
amount in excess of 15 days that 
they, the City Commission, 
deems proper." 


The Board added, "Further,

He said it will take money to 
produce good doctors, lawyers, 
plummers and other people who 
will improve the world in the 
future.

meeting, August Wendorf of 
Corsicana spoke during a brief 
recess. He said he represents 
citizens 65 years and older who 
will suffer from a school tax 
increase. He said the problem 
with the tax system is that there 
are people in this town whose 
valuable property is rendered 
"for practically nothing", and 
other property is not even on the 
tax rolls. 


"There's a whole lot of wealth 


in Corsicana," he said, "and 
they're not coming up with their 
share of the taxes." 


Commission may grant ad- 
ditional vacation leave with pay 
for any purpose deemed proper 
by the said City Commission.

Swedish King Ailing 


HELSINGBORG, 
Sweden 


(AP) — Sweden's 90-year-old 
King Gustaf 
VI Adolf 
was 


placed in a respirator early to- 
day in critical condition, but 
seven hours later a hospital 
bulletin said he was improving. 


Doctors said the king, who 


was operated on for a gastric 
ulcer early Tuesday, developed 
pneumonia 
late 
Wednesday 


night. 


The doctors said the king's 


temperature, which had been 
normal, rose to 101.7 degrees, 
his pulse and blood pressure in- 
creased, he had trouble breath- 
ing and X-rays of his lungs 
showed signs of pneumonia. 


When antibiotic treatment did 


not clear up the condition, the 
old man was moved into a res- 
pirator at 3 a.m. 


A bulletin at midmorning 


said the king responded posi- 
tively to the treatment and X- 
ray pictures of his lungs "show 
a clear improvement." 


"The treatment will probably 


have to be extended over the 
next few days," the commu- 
nique said.

noted he was the only one of the

Roosevelt Pease—who had seen 
the survey report and felt it 
would be unfair to them to have 
to pass on the matter at that 
point without having had op- 
portunity to read and study it. 


Rather than take action, the 


board informed Ballenger he 
was already in position to 
propose a budget on the per- 
sonnel within the department 
and the job descritpions and 
duties can be worked out in 
future study sessions. 


The civil service members 


agreed to suspend further in- 
terviews with police and 
firemen indefinitely, as they 
have become repetitive and the 
same information is being 
developed during this part of 
the board's annual inspection of 
the two departments. If the 
board feels they should be 
resumed, they will notify the 
chiefs of department. Thirty 
two of the 52 classified em- 
ployes have been heard to this 
point. 
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Vacek Objects to Urban-dominated 


Decision To Cut Rural Manpower Funds

Jerome Vacek, Executive 


Director of the Navarro County 
Action Committee (NCAC), 
Thursday 
expressed 
his 


dissatisfaction 
with 
an 


allocation-slicing action by the 
. North Central Texas Council of 
Governments 
(NCTCOG) 


Regional Manpower Planning 
Council, which he says ar- 
bitrarily takes money from 
rural counties in a manner 
which violates the concept of 
involving locally-elected of- 
ficials in the decision-making 
process. 


He said the Council met in 


Arlington Wednesday and voted 
to take $129,000 from the funds 
allocated for MDTA (Manpower 
Development Training Act) 
programs in 14 rural counties in 
the NCTCOG. The $129,000 is to 
be assigned to finance skills 
centers and other programs in 
Dallas. 


The MDTA allocation for the 


rural counties was reduced 
from about $494,000 to $364,786 
by the council Wednesday. 
Vacek noted that about six 
weeks ago he received in- 
formation that the total MDTA 
allocation for the entire NCT- 
COG region was reduced by five 
per cent to providethe Governor 
of Texas with reserve funds for 
State manpower programs. 


Rather than obtaining this 


five per cent or $425,000 by 
cutting 
equally 
into 
the 


allocations for all cities and 
counties in the NCTCOG region, 
the NCTCOG Manpower Office 
recommendation 
to 
the 


Regional Manpower Planning 
Council took the entire amount 
from the allocations of the 14 
rural counties. No cuts were 
made in any allocations for the 
Dallas-Fort Worth or Tarrant 
County areas. As a result, the 
original figure of $919,000 for 
MDTA in the 14 counties was 
reduced to $494,000. The ad- 
ditional $129,000 cut leaves only 
$364,786 for the 14 counties and 
leaves these areas much less 
money to work with if pending 
federal Manpower revenue 
sharing legislation is passed to 
decategorize MDTA and permit 
it to be used for locally designed 
programs. 


The original MDTA allocation 


for 
Navarro 
County 
was 


$124,000, Vacek said. The two 
recent cuts have 
left 
only 


$49,700 in MDTA allocations for 
this county. These MDTA 
programs are assigned to 
college and high school adult 
vocational programs. 


Vacek said he specifically 


asked COG Manpower Planning 
officials at the Wednesday 
council meeting whether the 
county judges in the 14 rural 


counties had been informed of 
the earlier $425,000 cut, and if 
they were told of plans to take 
$129,000 from NDTA allocations 
for the rural counties. In both 
cases, Vacek said, the reply was 
that counties had not been in- 
formed. 


Vacek said he reminded 


council members that locally 
elected officials are supposed to 
be involved in the Manpower 
planning process, but he sees 
inconsistency in the way the 
rural county elected officials 
are being allowed to get in- 
volved in this decision-making 
as compared to the Dallas-Fort 
Worth officials. 


"They (rural counties) should 


be fully appraised of necessary 
decisions that may involve their 
county allocations," Vacek 
said. 


The NCAC director Thursday 


said also that the NCTCOG 
published a plan which was 
developed in April, 1973, and in 
May they made a presentation 
to each county about their 
allocations in the region being 
based on a formula designed to 
treat all member counties 
fairly. 


"But when the allocation- 


cutting time comes, the COG 
Manpower 
Office 
recom- 


mendations recommend cuts 


fair 
and just forget about the 
formulas," Vacek said. 


"My position at the council 


meeting was that the intent of 
the new planning program was 
to involve locally elected of- 
ficials and I don't feel that the 14 
rural county judges are being 
provided adequate or equal 
opportunity to participate in the 
decision-making as compared 
to the mayors of Dallas and 
Fort Worth," he added. 


He said he presented a motion 


that the committee's resolution 
to cut $129,000 from the rural 
county MDTA allocations be 
submitted and explained to the 
county judges in these 14 
counties and that there be a 
provision that they be allowed 
to voice their "concurrance or 
rejection" of the resolution, and 
if a majority of the counties 
were to oppose the resolution, 
then the funds will not be 
released to Dallas. 


Vacek said there was con- 


siderable discussion on his 
motion which became "lost in 
the shuffle" and the meeting 
ended without a vote being 
taken on it. He said, however, 
that the council chairman, Dr. 
Dexter Belts, assured him after 
the meeting that the COG 
Manpower office will try to 
follow 
through 
with 
his 


(Vacek's) suggestion.

A person relatively 
unfamiliar with law who needs 
to take care of business at a 
Courthouse can find himself lost 
within a matter of minutes. 


Of course, a directory to the 


offices in the Navarro County 
Courthouse stands in the lobby. 
But a directory cannot tell 
which office a person might 
need, or who might have an 
answer to a specific problem. 


Navarro County Clerk Clyve 


Riddels has come up with some 
answers for specific questions. 
In a two-page informational 
sheet, Riddels has answered 26 
typical questions relating to 
business handled in the Cour- 
thouse. He plans to place the 
information in a convenient 
location for persons entering 
the building to see and use. 


Information concerning a 


wide variety of subjects is 
covered on the sheet. Items 
ranging from where to obtain a 
passport to registering a cattle 
brand are included. 


Other areas mentioned in- 


clude where to report for jury 
duty, cast an absentee vote, 
secure a marriage license or 
even get married. Where to 
obtain a birth certificate, pay 
property taxes, file legal ac- 
tions or recover money owed by 
the county are more examples 
of specific answers listed. 


Riddels said the sheet was 


made to answer "common 
questions" that arise con- 
cerning Courthouse matters. 
Many persons may be able to 
complete their Courthouse 
business more quickly and 
easily, according to Riddels, 
with this type of information 
available.

County School Board Hikes 
Administrative Salaries

The Navarro County School 


Board of Trustees Monday 
morning approved a $31,688 
total budget which includes 
salary increases for County 
School Supt. J. H. Lanier and 
his two assistants. 


Lanier said administrative 


costs this year are being paid 
entirely by the Texas Education 
Agency as a result of a new bill 
passed by the state legislature. 
Last year and in years past, 
part of the administrative 
salaries were paid out of Title I 
federal funds. 


The salary approved for 


Lanier this year is $15,948. 
Lanier did not say during the 
meeting how much his salary 
was last year, and after the 
meeting commented that he 
does not remember the exact 
figure. He noted, however, that 
his salary this year represents 
about a $600 or $700 increase 
over last year. He said his 
salary is based on the minimum 
foundation salary schedule for 
administrators in schools in 
Texas of under 600 enrollment. 


Chlodine H. Britton, assistant 


county superintendent, will 
receive $7,200 this year as 
compared to $6,924 last year. 
Another assistant, Betty J. 
Spencer, will receive $6,600 as 
compared to the $5,124 she was 
paid last year. 


The total listed for all ad- 


ministrative 
expenses 
is 


$29,748. The budget also lists 
$1,080 as office and travel ex- 
penses, $500 for supervisor 
office and travel expenses, and 
$360 as the total per diem travel 
expense for county school 
trustees. 


Lanier also reported to 


trustees the number of teachers 
that will be allowed the various 
schools under the Title I 
program this year. Pointing out 
that funds have been cut 50 per 
cent, Lnier said there is not 
enough money in the Title I 
budget for a county school nurse 
this year. The budget does 
provide for a visiting teacher 
(social worker) to work on an 80 
per cent basis in the Rice, 
Mildred, Dawson and Frost 
schools. Also, Rice gets a half- 
time teacher and a half-time 
aide; Mildred gets a half-time 
remedial teacher and no aide;

Dawson gets a three-quarters 
teacher and two aides; and 
Frost gets one teacher and a 
half-time aide. 


Lanier said he sincerely 


regrets that there was not 
enough money for a nurse this 
year. The system has had a 
nurse for eight years now, and 
has kept up with immunization 
records and other student 
health needs. The Title I funds 
were cut, he said, because the 
county's appropriations are 
based on the 1970 census this 
year of people having income 
within poverty guidelines. Last 
year's funding was based on the 
1960 census. 


The county school trustees 


also voted to designate the same 
classifications 
to schools in 


Navarro County this year as 
they had last year. Board 
member Bryant Merrell made 
the motion which designated 
Corsicana, Blooming Grove, 
Frost, Dawson, Mildred and 
Kerens as 12-grade schools; 
Rice as a nine-grade school; 
and the Corsicana State Home 
as a "non-grade" school 
(students from the State Home 
attend the Corsicana school 
system). 


A request by Lanier to have 


"blanker approval" to allow 
purchase of school buses "as 
needed" during the next school 
year was granted by the Board. 
He said this approval would 
eliminate the need for the Board 
to call special meetings to 
approve requests for buses. At 
this time, he said, only the Frost 
school system has placed an 
order for a new bus for this 
school year. However, it is 
likely that the Corsicana 
Independent School District 
may need to order some buses 
this year to transport students 
under the racial desegregation 
plan. 


Lanier also informed board 


members school bus drivers, 
beginning this fall, must pass a 
yearly physical examination 
before being allowed to work as 
a school bus driver. They must 
also pass requirements in 
certain driver classes they are 
required to attend every three 
years. He said that a minimum 
age of 18 years has been set by 
the State of Texas as the age for 
school bus drivers.

Bring Changes to Local Unit 


Statewide reorganization of 


the Texas Army National Guard 
will affect the local Guard unit 
in the near future, according to 
Colonel George R. Harper, 71st 
Airborne Brigade Commander. 
Colonel Harper was in Cor- 
sicana Monday and Tuesday to 
increase local awareness of 
changes to be made. 


Basically, the reorganization 


involves the return of the 49th 
Armored Division to Texas. 
Since the Guard reorganization 
in 1968, Texas has had no full 
divisions. There have been 
three brigades, though, one of 
which is the 71st Airborne. This 
brigade, the only reserve air- 
borne brigade in the nation, is 
the one to which the local Guard 
unit is attached. 


Reorganization 
becomes 


effective Nov. 1, according to 
Colonel Harper. This means the 
local unit will be re-established 
as the 36th Infantry Airborne 
Brigade, with headquarters in 
Houston. 
A 
battalion 


headquarters 
will be main- 


tained in Dallas. The Corsicana 
unit will be an element in that 
battalion, Colonel Harper ex- 
plained. 


Colonel Harper also said he 


was trying to inform local 
employers of the advantages of 
maintaining a Guard unit. "We 
estimate the Corsicana unit has 
an economic base of $100,000 
including payroll in military 
technicians and members," 
Harper said, "with five full time 
employes at the Armory. Most 
of this money is spent in the 
community." 


Young men in the entire 


Golden Circle area are being 
urged to join the local airborne 


unit. "We want to stay in 
Corsicana; but to maintain a 
unit, we have to keep up our 
strength," explained Colonel 
Harper. 


To build his strength, Colonel 


Harper said he is trying to make 
the advantages of joining the 
Guard known to all young men 
in the area. He stressed the fact 
that a person can continue his 
education or keep his job, 
besides earning additional 
money, by joining. 


Harper also indicated many

Murders, Fear Spread through Usually Placid St. Croix, Virgin Islands 


CHRISTIANSTED, St. Croix, 


V.I. (AP) — A young resident of 
this lush island expressed relief 
that the burglars who broke into 
her home recently only took six 
guns. 


Her comment reflected the 


violent problems that have 
shaken St. Croix's racially 
mixed population and sapped 
the tourist trade on which most 
of them live. 


St. Croix, which bills itself as 


"the American paradise," has 
been the scene of 16 murders in 
the last 11 months. 


While most of the island's es- 


timated 45,000 residents carry 
on relatively normal lives, there 
is no question that there is fear, 
much of it racially inspired. 


Fourteen of the murder vic- 


tims have been white, and the 13 
men charged so far in 13 of the 
killings have been black. 


Authorities refuse to link the 


murders to racial hatred, al- 
though Gov. Melvin Evans, a 
black and the first elected gov- 
ernor of the Virgin Islands, 
concedes some of the killings 
appeared to be racially moti- 
vated. 


But Evans said the real rea- 


son most victims were white 
was that wealthier whites living 
on isolated areas made easier 
targets. 


"Some of the killings were 


racially inspired," said Bill 
Harvey, who heads the mostly 
black Virgin Islands Business- 
men's Association. "But we're 
overplaying it whenever a white 
person is killed and we go out 
and look for a black murderer." 


Harvey says part of the solu- 


tion is to give jobs to young 
black people and a larger share 
of economic power to blacks 
generally. 


In these U.S.-owned islands 


about 1,200 miles southeast of 
Miami, about 35 per cent of the 
residents are native blacks, 30 
per cent are Puerto Ricans, 15 
per cent from the U.S. mainland 
and the remainder from other 
countries. 


Government officials say an 


estimated 350,000 tourists visit 
St. Croix every year. They say 
the murders have put a dent in 
the tourist trade, but can not 
estimate how much tourism is 


GAS HARD TO FIND? 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


supply of gasoline continues to 
improve but travelers could run 
into some problems over the 
next two weekends because of 
protest closings by service sta- 
tion operators, the American 
Automobile Association said 
Tuesday. 


The AAA said its nationwide 


survey of 3,948 gasoline stations 
showed 55 per cent were oper- 
ating normally but 43 per cent 
still were limiting the hours 
they were open, frequen- 
tly through Sunday closings. 
Another 4 per cent were limiting 
the 
amount 
of 
gasoline 


customrs could purchase. 


Last week 54 per cent of the 


stations contacted were oper- 
ating normally, 43 per cent were 
closing early and 5 per cent 
were 
limiting 
purchases. 


Despite the improvement, the 
AAA said the threat of a wide- 
spread gasoline station shut- 
down in protest of profit mar- 
gins under Phase 4 economic 
controls could make traveling 
difficult in the next two weeks. 
It said reports from its local of- 
fices indicated the gasoline 
dealers associations in many 
states were organizing closings, 
mostly over the Labor Day 
weekend, to protest the price 
controls. The AAA said it was 
uncertain as to how effective 
hhe closings would be but said 
the Pennsylvania association 
claimed 60 per cent of the gas 
stations in that state would 
close on cue. 


WATCH NEIGHBOR 
BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 


Texas legislators involved in 
planning a new constitution for 
their state have been looking 
over the shoulders of Louisiana 
delegates working on a similar 
task. 


Louisiana's 52-year-old con- 


stitution is one of the nation's 
longest, containing more than 
253,000 words. Revision is in the 
hands of 132 delegates who be- 
gan work last January. The fi- 
nal draft must be completed by 
Jan. 5, 1974. 


In Texas, the legislature will 


act as a constitutional con- 
vention. It will have a four- 
month session plus two more 
months if needed, but House 
Speaker Price Daniel Jr. has 
said he hopes only three months 
will be required. 


Rep. Ben Bynum of Amarillo, 


Tex., said he considered Dan- 
iel's estimate overly optimistic 
based on the slow pace of the 
Louisiana constitutional con- 
vention. 


Bynum said he believed there 


was a tremendous lack of ad- 
vance planning in Louisiana. 
Delegates started from scratch, 
split up into committees and 
held committee hearings on 
various articles.

comed the news that a contin- 
gent of 25 U.S. marshals was on 
the way to augment St. Croix's 
poorly trained 100-man police 
force. 


White residents in some areas 


have stocked armories in their 
homes and spend their nights 
behind bolted, dogguarded 
doors. 


One woman admitted she 


slept with a shotgun at the foot 
of her bed. A white businessman 


opened his briefcase to display 
a pistol. A young white woman 
opened her handbag to pay for a 
purchase in a drugstore, and the 
people waiting in line could see 
a small pistol in her bag. 


The Rev. Seymour Clarke, 


pastor of St. John's Episcopal 
Church, said the violence here 
was part of what a number of 
the island's blacks learned in 
the Vietnam war. 


He said the black Vietnam 


veterans "can identify the na- 
tive Virgin Islanders with the 
people of Vietnam." Three of 
the five men sentenced to life in 


prison last week in the Fountain 
Valley murder trial were 
Vietnam veterans. They were 
convicted of the attack on the 
Fountain Valley golf club last 
Sept. 6. in which raiders burst 
out of the brush and killed seven 
whites and a black with 
shotguns and automatic weap- 
ons. 


Two white men were slain in 


the Brauhaus Tavern last No- 
vember during a similar raid. 
Six black men have been 
charged in that case. 


There seems to be no organ- 


ization among blacks to com- 


pare with the militant black 
groups in the United States. 


A group of young native 


blacks called the Youngbloods 
have their headquarters in the 
town of Fredericksted a few 
miles down the coast. But 21- 
year-old Yusufui Kambui, a 
member of the organization, 
said it has "no formal organ- 
ization, or creed." 


Mario Moorehead, who runs a 


liquor store in Fredericksted, 
returned to St. Croix last De- 
cember after two years in pris- 
on in Washington, D.C. where 
he pleaded guilty to a robbery 


charge. His brother is a mem- 
ber of the Virgin Island Legis- 
lature. His sister had been 
married to Gov. Evan's son. 


Moorehead says he wants in- 


dependence for his native 
islands and has formed the 
United People's party. While 
admitting his following is small, 
he says he expects to make a 
good showing in the November 
1974 elections. 


"The whites own the hotels 


and tourist businesses, and they 
hire aliens to work in them, 
leaving our black kids without 
jobs," he said. 


New FBI Director Kelley Defends Massive Computer System, Probes of 'Threatening' Political Groups

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 


Director Clarence M. Kelley 
says the agency must keep vast 
files on persons arrested for 
crimes, even though they are 
found innocent. 


The FBI's national crime 


computer 
system absorbs 


volumes of arrest records but, 
in many cases, never receives 
the final verdicts of guilt or 
innocence, Kelley said in an 
interview. 


He blamed state and local po- 


lice agencies for failing to pro- 
vide follow-up information. 


The former Kansas City po- 


lice chief, sworn in as FBI di- 


rector on July 9, defended 
against allegations of misuse 
the expanding computer system 
he has been a leader in devel- 
oping. 


On another subject, Kelley 


defended FBI investigations of 
political groups which seem to 
pose a threat of violence but 
said he is willing to consider 
Justice Department guidelines 
specifying when such probes 
may take place. 


Excerpts from the interview: 
Q: What is your opinion of 


the FBI computer system, par- 
ticularly the retention of crimi- 
nal-history records? 


A: The computer is a very 


complicated instrument. Trying 
to simplify it, it's a large file 
cabinet, nothing more than 
that. The computer itself is 
nothing sinister, and it can't do 
anything which you cannot, la- 
boriously perhaps, do manually 


It was used to give a brief 


outline of a record that a per- 
son had ... For example,' it 
might well be that the response 
would be after you give the 
name, the race and the sex and 
birthday, they will identify the 
person and say he's had five 
misdemeanor-arrests and four 


felony 
arrests, 
three mis- 


demeanor convictions and two 
felony convictions. 


Obviously, some of those ar- 


rests did not turn out to be con- 
victions. It doesn't say which 
ones. 


It's not evidentiary. It's not 


supposed to be evidentiary. It's 
supposed to be a facility to aid 
the officer in making the ap- 
praisal of what type of a person 
does he have here ... 


It is said from time to time 


that if you send in a request for 
a record and one comes back, 
that that more likely will cause 
the officer to give a citation for 


a traffic wreck. That isn't true 
... He certainly is instructed 
that you base any citation or 
any arrest on the facts at hand, 
' not on a previous history. 


It merely gives him an idea 


about how he should proceed ... 
It might well be the man has 
been previously charged with 
an attack on an officer. He 
should be careful, both for his 
protection and for the protec- 
tion of the man who he's inter- 
rogating. 


Then, (the computer) fur- 


nishes information as to stolen 
property ... I don't think any- 
body could quarrel with that. 


Then there is the facility of 


giving information 
about a 


wanted person. All of this infor- 
mation is for the purpose of the 
officer and to enable him to do 
a better job ... 


It also enables them to do 


some administrative comput- 
ation ... 


Then you come into the so- 


called criminal history file, ... a 
system whereby a great deal of 
information can be put into the 
computer and, thereafter, a his- 
tory of the man's or woman's 
activities revealed ... 


This is to facilitate the study 


of crime, for example, to deter- 


mine the activities of the juve- 
nile and perhaps deter him 
from a crime, inasmuch as a 
juvenile worker might review 
this and say this shows a trend 
which might well lead into 
some serious activity ... 


... It enables the judge to 


make a better appraisal, a 
more equitable one, and par- 
ticularly to spotlight the rehabi- 
litation which all of us agree is 
the name of the game. 


You don't review these (files) 


for the purpose of saying this 
person needs 20 years. What 
you want to do is get at the 
source of the problem and try

to cure it... I think we're going 
into an area which is not neces- 
sarily geared to the use of po- 
lice but to all segments of law 
enforcement. 


Q: What steps 
could or 


should be taken to keep the in- 
formatitfn from falling into the 
wrong hands? 


A: We do have security 


measures built into the system. 
Even some segments of law en- 
forcement would not be able to 
get certain bits of information. 
For example, in Missouri, we 
agreed that that information 
which would be put into the 
computer by the courts would 
be available only to the courts 
except 
for 
dispositions (of 


cases). We didn't care about 
how many cases were assigned 
to certain judges or what was 
their record as far as con- 
victions ... 


You might ask what is to in- 


sure that this will be sacro- 
sanct. All I can say is that 
there is this capability ... 


Q: With the great volume of 


information available to police 
officers, how can you prevent 
those officers 
from 
turning 


some information over to oth- 
ers, such as credit agencies or 
employers? 


A: The only way you can do 


this is just as in any other busi- 
ness: say no; if you do it, we're 
going to take action against 
you. 


On one occasion I think of, 


this did happen and action was 
taken ... You just have to in- 
vestigate and take proper ac- 
tion. 


This can happen now without 


the computer. The computer 
does not facilitate this ... I've 
known of cases where the pho- 
tograph of a man arrested has 
turned up with a prospective 
employer, and this was well be- 
fore the time of the computer. 


Q: How do you feel about the 


Massachusetts case where the 
state has refused to hook up to 
the system unless additional 
safeguards are imposed to pro- 
tect the confidentiality of per- 
sonal files? 


A: I don't know exactly the 


whole background of that, but I 
think it's built on the fact that 
it's felt this is to be a tre- 
mendous source of information 
and could well get into the 
hands of people who would not 
properly safeguard the secrecy 
of it and confidentiality ... 


I think their fears would not 


be well-founded ... It appears to 
be there is some lack of com- 
munication as to just what the 
computer does ... It is not an 
open file and it is not possible 
for someone to "tap" the com- 
puter. 


Q: What is your reaction to 


the demands for the FBI to 
make greater efforts to obtain 
the disposition of all arrests 
contained in the file? 


A: One of the things the 


criminal-history will do will be 
to get dispositions inasmuch as 
the courts will be one part of 
the entire system. 


Upon conviction or acquittal 


of a person, this will be imme- 
diately registered in the crimi- 
nal history file ... 


We have for years in the FBI 


been trying to get, local police 
departments to get dispositions 
and unsuccessfully in many 
cases, unfortunately. 


I have read varying esti- 


mates of how many dispositions 
we get. Some say we get only 
about 25 per cent. I don't doubt 
but that if you had a complete 
criminal-history system with 
the courts joined, that you'd get 
a much greater percentage of 
dispositions recorded ... We 
have just in the recent past 
started in on including them ... 


Q: Do you really need arrest 


records? 


A: Yes, I think we need ar- 


rest records. It gives the officer 
an idea of what he might en- 
counter ... 


Q: What do you think about 


the recommendation of the 
Commission on Criminal Jus- 
tice Standards and Goals that 
handguns should be outlawed 
except for police and military 
officers? 


A: ... I would like to start 


off with the banning of the 


"Saturday night special" ... 


There still hasn't been ade- 
quate legislation in this regard 
... If this doesn't clear up the 
situation, then go to other re- 
straints. Well over 75 per cent 
of the cases where guns are 
used in crime are the handgun 
and most of them, the small $5 
to $15 variety. 


They're dangerous not only to 


the citizens but to the user him- 
self—they're 
liable 
to 
fall 


apart. 


Q: What was your reaction to 


the commission's recommenda- 
tions that there should be no 
prison sentences for so-called 
victifnless crimes? 


A: The stance there is one of 


philosophy. We feel particularly 
in drug cases, gambling, prosti- 
tution, it might well mean a 
capitulation to the hoodlum ele- 
ment.
